Suffering from poor 
health in later life, Qaboos died in 2020, naming Haitham bin Tariq Al Said his

Yang Amat Berbahagia Tun Haji Yusof bin Ishak DUT (First 
Class), SMN, KSU (12 August 1910 - 23 November 1970) was 
a Singaporean politician who was the first President of Singapore, 
serving from 1965 to 1970. He was chosen by the Parliament of 
Singapore in 1970.

Before becoming head-of-state, Yusof was a well-known journalist and 
co-founded Utusan Melayu, which was in circulation till 9th October 2019. He 
started journalism after he graduated from Raffles Institution in 1929 and in 
1932, he joined Warta Malaya, a well-known Malay newspaper company at that 
time. He left the company in 1938 and co-founded Utusan Melayu. Tun Yusof 
held many appointments within the Singaporean government. He served on the 
Film Appeal Committee from 1948 to 1950 and was also a member of both the 
Nature Reserves Committee and Malayanisation Commission for a year. In July 
1959, he was appointed Chairman of the Public Service Commission, 
Singapore. He was sworn on 3 December 1959 as Singapore's Yang di-Pertuan 
Negara (head of state) after the PAP won the first election held in Singapore after Singapore's self-governance. Yusof then 
became the first President of Singapore after the country gained independence on 9 August 1965. His portrait appears on 
the Singapore Portrait Series currency notes introduced in 1999. 
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BNN 03 January 2020: Trans-Dniester new 1-ruble commemorative vertical polymer note (pic 
B225a) celebrates the 25th Anniversary of the Trans-Dniester ruble, and 200,000 notes will 
enter circulation (HB 1002501 to HB 1200000) and 2,500 notes will be sold packaged in book- 
lets (HB 1000001 to HB 1002500). 


The front of the note features a portrait of Alexander Vasilyevich Suvorov (1729-1800) a Russian 
military leader and national hero. He was Count of Rymnik, Count of the Holy Roman Empire, 
Prince of Italy, and the last Generalissimo of the Russian Empire. The reverse shows a collage of 
landmarks (castle, church, factory). 


The ruble is the currency of Transnistria and is divided into 100 kopecks. Since 
Transnistria is a state with limited international recognition and considered 
as part of Moldova, its currency has no ISO 4217 code (not part of the 
United Nations). However, unofficially some Transnistrian organizations such 
as Agroprombank and Gazprombank used the code PRB, a code that would 
otherwise be reserved for Puerto Rico (ISO 3166-1 country code PR). The Trans- ~ 
Dniester Republican Bank sometimes uses the code RUP. 


Transnistria is a thin strip of land wedged between Moldova and Ukraine. It is — 
home to more than 500,000 people and has a parliamentary government, a 

standing army, and its own currency. It has all the trappings of an independent 

nation—but isn't. Oh sure, it declared independence from Moldova in 1990 and |. 
fought a war two years later. And it's got a constitution and a flag and even a © — 
coat of arms. But you won't find it on many maps, and not a single member of " 
the United Nations recognizes its existence. But the people of Transnistria do not care. They cling tenaciously to a claim of 
statehood and their love for all things Russian.

Some New World Coin Releases 


This Great Hammerhead Shark (Sphyma mokarran) is the second coin in the series issued by the Solomon Islands. The 
first coin was the Great White Shark and sold out within two weeks of the release. Each 1-0z. Pure Silver 2020 coin in the 
series comes in a custom-shaped capsule, and has a limited mintage worldwide of 2,500. 


The Great Hammerhead Shark coin (Face Value 2 dollars, Weight | HUNTERS OFTHE DEEP 
31.1 g) comes with a graphic CD style fold-out booklet containing h — eK 

interesting facts about the Shark’s unique characteristics, habitat, _s 

and conservation. With its wide-set eyes and highly attuned senso- % 


ry organs, the Great Hammerhead Shark has the ability to scan 
the ocean for its food better than any other species of shark. 
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This is a breath-taking “250th Anniversary of Voyage of Discovery” coin, and | smile each time | see the image. The 50 
mm diameter coin is struck in Ultra High Relief (UHR) quality, from a massive enamel antique finish three ounces of 
99.9% Silver, and it is a legal tender coin with a Face Value of 10 Dollars, and the worldwide mintage is only 500 coins. 
The reverse features Captain Cook charting a course in the Expedition’s “Voyage of Discovery.” In the background you 
can see the East coat of Australia and New Zealand with the Endeavour saling towards them from the centre right. One 
can also see a depiction of the Pacific Ocean, finished in transparent ocean blue see-through enamel. As well, the design 
shows Cook’s compass in the upper half of the coin towards the right. The peripheral inscriptions are “COOK’S VOYAGE 
OF DISCOVERY” (on the upper to right periphery) and “250TH ANNIVERSARY—17 70-2020” (on a scroll on the lower 
periphery). The obverse of this coin issued by the Solomon Islands shows the lan Rank-Broadley (whose initials “IRB” 
appear below the Queen’s neck) effigy of Queen Elizabeth II. The Queen’s effigy is placed inside Cook’s own compass, 
which shows the directional markings. On top is seen a “Fleur-di-Lis” (a “Lily Flower”) symbolizing good luck. 


There is already controversy about this coin, as the Australia history disputes Cook’s discovery of Australia and explains 
he wasn’t even the first British explorer. In 1606 the first European to land at Australia is Dutch explorer Captain Willem 
Janszoon. In 1688 English explorer William Dampler explored the western coast of Australia. But let’s not forget that 
thousands of years before the arrival of the British, Australia was settled by the indigenous people of Australia called the 
Aborigines. 


This proof legal-tender 2020 Laos Lunar Rat with Jade Proof 2,000 Kip 
coin is struck in 2 ounces of Fine (Purity 0.9990) Silver and has a diame- 
ter of 55 mm, and aa coin weight of 62.2 grams. In Chinese culture, the 
rat is viewed as a sign of reproduction, and are also regarded as a sign of 
fertility that married couples pray to for the blessings of many children. 
- The rat is one of the 12 signs of the Chinese Lunar Calendar, and is also 
the first sign of the Zodiac. With 2020 marking the Year of the Rat (shown 
on the coin in both English and Chinese), the country of Laos in Southeast 
Asia issued this coin to honour the people born under this sign. 24-karat 
gold plated rat is surrounded by a ring of real jade and decorated with 
selective gold plating. The edge of the coin has eight rats as “8” is a lucky 
number in Chinese culture. The coin has frosted details and mirror-like 
fields. The worldwide mintage is limited to 2,888. The obverse features the Laotian Coat of Arms, as the limited edition 
coin was minted on behalf of the Lao People’s Democratic Republic. Adopted in 1992, the emblem of Laos depicts the 
national shrine Pha That Luang flanked by stalks of rice. 


This is a 2020 1-0z Fine (Purity 0.9990) Silver Proof Legal Tender 
Year of the Rat Coin also with selective 24-karat gold plating. The § 
diameter is 40 mm and the worldwide mintage for this limited fay, 
edition coin is 8,888. The face value is 10 Dollars, and the § 

reverse includes a Freshwater Pearl. The country of origin is the ¥ 
Republic of Fiji and the obverse shows the Fiji Coat of Arms. 
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This is a 1-0z. Fine (Purity 0.9990) Silver 2020 5 Cedis Prooflike 
Ghana Coin in the series “Messengers of Heaven”. The weight is 
31.1 grams (31.07 g fine), the diameter 38.61 mm, and this 
limited edition coin has a world wide mintage of 777. The coin is 
partially gildet and platinum refined with gemstone pallamant. The 
obverse reads “ELIZABETH II * 5 CEDIS « REPUBLIC OF GHANA 
2020 1 OZ AG .999”. The reverse reads “HIMMELSBOTEN e 
MESSENGERS OF HEAVEN ¢ MESSAGERS DU CIEL 2020 1 OZ

There are four EXPO 2020 Dubai coins (medallions) in this group struck by the New Zealand Mint: Gold—English, Gold- 
Arabic, Silver-English, Silver-Arabic. The reverse of the coin features an engraved image of the official Expo 2020 Dubai 
logo, while the name of the World Expo is engraved on the obverse. The Expo has been deemed the Arab world’s biggest 
ever event. The Proof coin is Fine (Purity 0.9999) Gold with a weight 7 grams, nominal diameter 22 mm, and there is no 
limited given on the mintage. The coin is an official licensed commemorative for Expo 2020 Dubai (India). The gold coin 
pictured here is the English variety. The coin takes its inspiration from a ring found at an archaeological site in the UAE 
desert. According to His Highness Sheikh Mohammed bin Rashid Al Maktoum, Vice President and Prime Minister of the 
UAE and Ruler of Dubai, the ring was created by a civilization that existed 4,000 years ago in an area extending from Bay- 
nounah in Abu Dhabi to Saroug Al Hadeed in Dubai, and from Maliha Valley in Sharjah to the mountains of Ras Al 
Khaimah and Fujairah. The logo symbolizes the land that connected this ancient civilization, and sends a message to the 
world about the UAE’s rich heritage and deep roots. Here is the image of the obverse of the 40 gram Silver variety in 
Arabic. 
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The Austrian Mint (Mdnze Osterreich) struck this “Centenary of the Salzburg Festival” coin’s obverse so that it has the ap- 
pearance of a plate with a flat inner part. This is the first the Mint has used this method. Minted to a maximum of 30,000 
pieces in Proof quality only, each 20 euro Sterling Silver coin (.925 Ag. 2/3 ounce) and has a 34 mm diameter. On August 
22, 1920, the director Max Reinhardt staged Hugo von Hofmannsthal’s morality play Jedermann in Salzburg’s Domplatz 
(Cathedral Square) for the first time and in doing so founded the Salzburg Festival. Since 1926, the play has been a per- 
manent feature of the festival programme, a tradition interrupted only during the Nazi regime. Now one of the world’s 
leading opera, theatre and classical music festivals, the Salzburg Festival celebrates its centenary in 2020. You can see 
the centre of the coin takes a design from the Salzburg Festival logo. 


The Mint of Japan has unveiled two new silver coins inaugurating the start of 
their Olympic coin program as Tokyo prepares to host the XXXII Olympiad in 
*\ 2020. The new Olympic Hand-over to Tokyo 2020 coins mark the Olympic hand- 
S| over ceremony, in which a representative of the current host city (Rio de Janerio) 
: | hands over the Olympic flag to a representative of the upcoming host city 
ae (Tokyo). The coins include a colour design on both the obverse and reverse sides. 
The obverse designs include the flags of the Olympic and Paralympic games 
surrounded by cherry blossoms representing Japan, as well as the blossoms of 
the Ipé Amarelo da Serra representing Brazil. This will be the second time Japan 
\\ and Tokyo host the Summer Olympics, with their first games being held in 1964. 
2. The reverse side includes both the insignias of the Tokyo Olympic and Paralympic 
*) games for 2020. The year of issue in the Imperial calendar and denomination 
-/ also appear on the reverse. Each coin has a Face Value of 1000 ¥en, has a 
diameter of 40 mm, a weight of 31.1 grams, and a maximum mintage of 50,000 
coins. Each coin is Sterling Silver (.925) and Proof quality.

The Royal Canadian Mint has a Pure (.999) Silver (with selective 24-karat gold plating) 6-coin subscription “Real Shapes” 
for 2020. When you are done receiving all six coins, the last one includes the display box. Each coin is $329.95 CAD so by 
the time you have the full set, it is costing you about $1,980, so it’s lucky there is no shipping cost inside of Canada and 
no Harmonized Sales Tax (HST) on this set which has a limited edition mintage worldwide of 1,200. The order of release 
these Canadian shapes is: Loon, Caribou, The Bluenose, The Beaver, The Coat of Arms, and finally in June 2020 the Polar 
Bear. Each coin has a Face Value of 50 Dollars, is Proof quality, and the Queen Elizabeth II effigy on the obverse is Susan- 
na Blunt’s design. The diameter of the each coin is in the range 83.9 x 35.5 mm. All the reverse designs are images that 
appear on Canadian coins (The Bluenose on the dime, The Beaver on the nickel, Caribou on the quarter, Coat of Arms on 
the fifty-cent coin, Loon on the dollar, and the Polar Bear on the two-dollar coin). Each coin is crafted in more than 3 ounc- 
es of pure silver.
